Protessor Melnicoe complained 
badly 
understaffed, and has the highest 
student-to-faculty ratio of any 
department on the campus. The 
problem standing in the way of 
hiring additional faculty is not a 
lack of qualified applicants but a 
lack of funds to hire new 
taculty 

The shortage of full-time 
faculty in the Department, he 
added, will make it even more 
difficult for the department to 
expand its recruitment of 


minority students.

This means that 
police agencies have a crying 
need for minority persons of 
their staffs.” 

Prof. Melnicoe, in defining the 
role of the policeman, said the 
‘basic concept of public service 
is one that is very difficult to 
excape in this field 

“We feel our students need to 
go out of here with professional 
skills and an orientation toward 
an understanding of people. The 
role of the police in today’s 
society is very different from 
what it was twenty years ago. 
We've got to turn out graduates 
who...can change with the times, 
who have a degree of built-in 
flexibility. 


‘Traditionally the criminal 
justice field has been a rigid one, 
and this applies to all the 
spectrum...When you Start 
ialking about the police, prisons 
the correctional field as a whole,
